COUNCILMEMBER ANNOUNCEMENTS 

Councilmember Stone announced an upcoming coffee that he will be hosting at a local coffee shop. 
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Councilmember Kim stated that he met with community members to discuss the pending closure of 

the Belmont Iceland. He commended staff for its recent cleanup efforts during the storm. He 

commented about the Bike/walking tour hosted by City staff. 

 

Councilmember Lieberman congratulated Carlmont High School’s Girls Varsity Basketball team. 

 

Councilmember Hurt described a New Councilmember training she attended in Sacramento. She 

commented regarding a recent CCE (Community Choice Energy) workshop hosted by the County of 

San Mateo. She also attended a local meeting of the Sierra Club.

In response to Council questions, Parks and Recreation Director Gervais described the installation of 

projection equipment at the Sports Complex. City Manager Scoles noted that user fees are likely to 

be addressed prior to the FY 2017 budget preparation.

OTHER BUSINESS 

San Mateo County Community Choice Energy Program Implementation and Ordinance 

Introduction 

San Mateo County Supervisor Carole Groom noted that nine cities have joined this effort to date. 

 

Seth Barush, Carbonomics, explained how the program works for group purchasing and local 

control of electricity, and he described the savings benefits. He clarified that funding comes from 

ratepayers, not taxpayers. He described the experiences in Marin and Sonoma Counties, which have

had a program in place for some time. He pointed out that should Belmont join the program, all 

Belmont customers would be automatically enrolled, but could opt-out if desired. He explained the 

governance structure. He clarified that delivery of electricity would still be provided by PG&E. 

 

Discussion ensued regarding net metering rates, liability, insurance, and public outreach. 

 

Gladwyn d’Souza, Belmont resident, expressed support for participating in the program. 

 

Councilmember Stone offered to serve as the director if Belmont votes to join. He suggested that 

language be added to the resolution, if adopted, to include a portfolio that provides the greatest level 

of greenhouse gas reductions while providing a savings to ratepayers as compared with PG&E, and 

to support a goal of 100 percent renewable by 2020 or as soon as practical, at rate parity with PG&E. 

 

City Attorney Rennie read the title of the ordinance. 

 

ACTION: On a motion by Councilmember Lieberman, seconded by Councilmember Hurt, and 

unanimously approved to adopt Resolution 2016-008 to join the Joint Powers Authority (amended to 

include the language as noted by Councilmember Stone), 2) approve the Joint Powers Agreement to 

establish the Peninsula Clean Energy Authority in San Mateo County, 3) appoint a Director and an 

alternate (Stone/Scoles or designee) to the JPA Board, and 4) Introduce an Ordinance to authorize 

implementation of a Community Choice Aggregation program

He announced that the San Mateo County Mosquito and Vector Control 

District is celebrating its 100th anniversary. He also commented regarding staff response during the 

recent storm. 

 

MATTERS OF COUNCIL INTEREST 

Councilmember Kim expressed concern regarding the loss of recreational program by the closure of 

the Belmont Iceland and its impact on the General Plan. He would like a near future discussion 

regarding this matter. 

 

Council concurred to add this matter to the priority setting meeting on February 11th.
